was Archie MaeNeil. 
As a boy, he hunted and trapped on 
the Western plains, with other In­ 
dians of his tribe, and is said to have 
known 
Buffalo 
Bill 
(when 
a very 
sm all boy). In search of better hunt­ 
ing and trapping, Grey Owl travelled 
to Canada, w h en lie In aver then was 
vanishing, tin ■ day lie befriended a 
badly wounded Inaner, and seeing its 
suffering touched his heart, and he be­ 
came a friend and helper to the ani­ 
mals Which lie had formerly hunted 
and trapped 
He served in the World 
War, and tit its close, 
returned 
to 
Canada, when in spite of the ridicule 
of others, he went to work to help the 
animals. 
He was particularly inter­ 
ested in tin1 beaver, and after working 
alone 
for some time, he secured the 
approval and co-operation of the Ca­ 
nadian government. He was placed in 
charge of a newly-established I leaver 
sanctuary, in Riding Mountain Nation­ 
al Park in Manitoba. 
To this sanc­ 
tuary he brought two of his 
beaver 
friends, which he .ailed Jellyroll and 
Rawhide. They had been his friends, 
as had many oilier beaver, for many 
years, and came at his call. Although 
beaver may not live in captivity, h un­ 
dreds of them learned to know this 
human friend and proved the rem ark­ 
able intelligence and friendliness of 
this animal. 


Grey Owl later 
did 
considerable 
traveling in Canada, the United States, 
also England, 
lecturing 
about 
his 
friends, also writing articles for m aga­ 
zines and several hooks, 
In April, 
1.938, this friend of the “Little People" 
died quite suddenly, a t the age of 50, 
and is buried in the beaver sanctuary, 
Which lie helped to establish.
